tne iron indications ar« more carefully 
examined 
It Is stated that seme of 


tbe railroads have recently cancelled 
orders placed for this year; 
that 


others hare cut down their estimates 
and aave notified the mills of post- 
ponement of deliveries, and 
that 


earlier inquiries nave shrunken much 
lately. All this mast not be taken too 
serionsly. Tae miyers know that the 
steel capacity is much greater now 
than It was a year ago, the nressnre 
tor steei for the manufacture of bil- 
lets is less, and therefore, in all prob- 
ability, there will be little trouble at 
any time during 1904 IK' securing fair 
deliveries. There is little Incentive, 
therefore to ^et orders. Prices are 
usually gnanrataed against a decline, 
but this- applies only to the actual 
time of shipment. 


When rails are delivered, ijje con- 


tract price. h£>Id8. In finished iron -.nd 
Steel generally, consumers are main- 
ly taking a waiting attitude. Seme 
tonnage bas been placed in strnctural 
material, but there are reports that 
some low prices are bemg made in 
fabricated material and on contract 
for finished structures. There have 
been, complaints, too, of occassional 
irregularities in the plate trade. la 
the east ajid in the vest, iron bases 
have not gained in strength, but a 
better volume of inquiries is reported 
in shaHs.
